RULES  OF  ORDER 

Section  1501.  Prior  to  the  holding  of  a  stated  Conclave,  the  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Topical  Reference  and  a  Committee  on 
Time  and  Place. 

Section  1502.  All  reports  of  officers  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Topical  Reference,  which  shall  recommend  the  reference  of  such  parts  thereof 
to  such  Standing  or  Special  Committees  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Section  1503.  The  Committee  on  Time  and  Place  shall  recommend  a  time 
and  place  for  holding  the  next  stated  Conclave. 

Section  1504.  When  adjournment  shall  be  had,  or  recess  taken  to  a  time 
certain,  the  session  shall  be  resumed  at  the  designated  time;  and  at  the  first 
session  of  each  succeeding  day  the  minutes  of  the  sessions  of  the  preceding  day 
shall  be  read  and  acted  upon. 

Section  1505.  Committees  shall  not,  without  special  leave,  sit  while  the  Grand 
Commandery  is  in  session. 

Section  1506.  Upon  the  request  of  any  member,  the  mover  of  any  motion 
shall  reduce  the  same  to  writing  and  sign  the  same. 

Section  1507.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  have  been  sec¬ 
onded,  and  no  debate  shall  be  had  thereon  until  after  its  statement  by  the  pre¬ 
siding  officer. 

Section  1508.  No  member  shall,  without  special  leave,  speak  more  than  once 
upon  the  same  subject,  except  to  explain  his  remarks. 

Section  1509.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
entertained  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  above 
order. 

Section  1510.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Section  1511.  Any  divisible  question  shall  be  divided  upon  the  request  of  any 
member;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

Section  1512.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  arise  and  announce  that 
debate  is  closed,  discussion  shall  cease. 
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Section  1513.  Unless  for  good  cause  excused,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each 
member  present  to  vote  upon  every  question  propounded;  except  that  no  member 
shall  vote  upon  any  question  involving  his  personal  interests. 

Section  1514.  Any  member  who  shall  have  voted  with  the  majority  may  move 
a  reconsideration  of  any  question. 

Section  1515.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  and  except  that  in  filling 
blanks  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  first  acted  upon;  all  ques¬ 
tions  shall  be  propounded  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  have  been  moved. 

Section  1516.  No  report  shall  be  received  from  any  committee  until  it  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee. 

Section  1517.  If  any  member  shall  behave  disorderly  or  improperly,  he  shall, 
for  a  first  offense,  be  called  to  order,  for  a  second  offense  be  reprimanded  by 
the  presiding  officer,  and,  for  a  third  offense,  be  suspended  either  for  a  definite 
period  or  indefinitely,  as  the  Grand  Commandery  shall  determine. 

Section  1518.  At  each  stated  Conclave  the  order  of  business,  unless  otherwise 
ordered,  shall  be: 

1.  Reports  of  Committees  on  Credentials  and  on  Visitors. 

2.  Reading  of  and  acting  upon  so  much,  if  any,  of  the  minutes  of  preceding 
Conclaves  as  shall  not  have  been  acted  upon. 

3.  Announcement  of  appointment  of  committees. 

4.  Reports  of  the  Grand  Commander,  Deputy  Grand  Commander,  Grand 
Generalissimo,  Grand  Captain  General,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Recorder  and 
each  Deputy  and  Pro-tempore  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Recorder. 

5.  Report  of  Committee  on  Topical  Reference. 

6.  Proposals  of  amendments  of  Statutes. 

7.  Receiving  and  referring  petitions  of  Past  Commanders  from  other 
jurisdictions. 

8.  Reading  of  General  Orders  of,  and  Memorials  by  the  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Encampment. 

9.  Reading  of  Communications. 

10.  Report  of  Trustees  of  Masonic  Home.
